Good morning, Dan, 

I hope you remember me from last spring when I coordinated the 
meeting with several of the NC environmental justice 
organizations and your staff 

I am writing to request a similar meeting, but with only a few 
representative organizations and two or three landowners who are 
being impacted by the proposed Atlantic Coast Pipeline, also one 
or two Tribal Leaders representing the Tribal Council. 

There is ongoing concern about African American landowners and 
Native American communities in the path of the pipeline who are 
either being intimidated or are not informed from Duke and 
Dominion. I was told that an invitation will be extended to 
Governor Cooper soon for him or his staff to attend a meeting with 
leaders from the various Nation American nations in the path of 
the pipeline. There is also concern about plans to extend the ACP 
into South Carolina which has further implications for NC and 
consumers/communities in the path of pipeline.
